MEDICAL ANALYSIS CONFLICT 


Natives Declare Intoxication Is Not 
Produced by Use and Govern­ 
ment Agents the Opposite. 


Guthrie, Ok.. .Tan. 21.—An open ses­ 
sion of the senate today was address­ 
ed by representatives of the Indian 
tribes living in Oklahoma and the gov­ 
ernm ent agents in charge of the In­ 
dian reservation, on the bill by Mr. 
Ross of Bryan county, seeking to pro­ 
hibit the use by the Indians of mescal 
bean and peyote. 
The Cheyennes and 
Apaches, Osages, Arapahoes, Caddos, 
Kiowas, aes, Foxes, Poncas, Haws and 
Otoes were among the tribes repre­ 
sented. 


Government agents from the Chey­ 
enne and 
Arapahoe, 
Otoe, 
Ponca, 
Raw aud Sac and Fox agencies were 
also heard. Chief Quanah Parker of 
the Cheyennes, Apache John of the 
Apaches and Black Dog, chief of the 
Osages, addressed the house commit­ 
tee on sanitation and tile practice of 
medicine. 
The Indians claimed the 
peyote was used by them in a relig­ 
ious way as a sort of sacrament, when 
they used it in invoking health and 
vigor from the supreme being. They 
also told of many cures effected with 
it, and whit** men who appeared as 
friends of th** Indians presented med­ 
ical analysis showing that it was in 
no way intoxicating. 
The Indian agents, while admitted 
in the senate, were excluded from tho 
session of the house committee upon 
tho announcement that members of the 
house believed them to be here for tho 
purpose of intimidating the Indians in 
their p ro te st 
The agenes in the sen­ 
ate told of the effects upon the In ­ 
dians after the use of peyote, which Is 
a plant growing generally over the 
southw est and declared that the ex ­ 
trem e use of it would produce intox­ 
ication and be disastrous to the physi­ 
cal system. They presented medical 
analyses showing th- peyote contain­ 
ed poison. 


Many of the 
Indians 
before

House committee had no hesitancy iii 
making known that they w--re demo­ 
crats, and Quanah Parker, who is en 
route to W ashington to urge the pay­ 
m ent of Indian funds, made use of this 
expression: 
‘‘We know 
the demo­ 
cratic! party does right by the rich 
and poor and we know the republican 
party does right by tile rich.” Parker 
is a personal friend to Roosevelt and 
w.-ll present the Cheyenne and Ara­ 
pahoe claim to tim prevalent in p e r­ 
son.

John F. Thomas of Lawton and Wil­ 
liam Thomas of Chico, Tex., charg­ 
ed with the killing of Dr. F. D. Beau­ 
champ on Jan. 15 was begun today 
before S. Armstrong, Justice of the 
Peace. Tile Thomas brothers entered 
a plea of not guilty. 
Will Thomas w’as placed upon the 
stand in his own behalf. 
He alleges 
that he was arranging to leave the 
city and that John Thomas followed 
him to the depot to persuade him to 
remain; that he saw Beauchamp sit­ 
ting In the depot; that after the train 
came in Beauchamp was in front of 
him and looked around; that John 
was in advance, that Beauchamp drew 
his coat back as if rea hing for a gun 
that he drew his gun and shot him. 
John Thomas testified to their meet­ 
ing at the depot; that he heard shots 
and looked around and saw Beau­ 
champ with a gun; that he pulled his 
gun and began shooting. Wrhen asked 
if he was in the habit of carrying a 
gun. he stated that since the killing 
of his brother. Charles, he carried a 
gun when he knew Dr. Beauchamp 
was i ntown, as he had heard that Dr. 
Beauchamp had threatened another 
Thomas life; that he did not stoop 
over and 
shoot 
into 
Beauchamp’s 
body; that he took a gun away from 
William and told him to come on. 
Additional evidence will be intro­ 
duced tomorrow’. 


AGREE ON RESTRICTION REMOVAL 


Oklahoma 
Congressional 
Delegation 
Confers with Attorney for Creeks, 


Washington, Jan. 21.—Members of 
the Oklahoma delegation held a con­ 
ference this afternoon, which was at­ 
tended by M. L. Mott, attorney for the 
Creeks, and Washington Grayson, a 
member of the tribe. The purpose of 
the conference was to agree on a meas 
tire for the removal of restrictions on 
the lands of members 
of 
the 
Five 
Tribes in Oklahoma. 
The measure they agreed to sup­ 
port prdvides that the restrictions 
shall be removed from ail the lands 
of members of the Five Tribes, except 
those of half or more Indian blood, 
and except as to the homesteads of 
the others. 
Eighty acres are to con­ 
stitute a homestead. 
in the case of the Creek freedmen, 
all sales made within one year after 
the passage of the bill must have the 
approval of the secretary of the in­ 
terior. 
The bill is not to become effective 
until sixty days after passage. 
The 
secretary of the interior is given au­ 
thority to remove the restrictions on 
the lands of such others as he may 
think proper. 
A bill along these lines will be re­ 
ported at once and introduced at the 
same time in the senate and house.

The report shows that the number of 
casualties on railroads 
during 
that 
quarterly period were 23,063, including 
1,339 killed and 21,724 injured. 
This is an increase of 157 in the 
number killed and 3,066 in the num ­ 
ber injured as compared with the cor­ 
responding period of 1906. 
Collisions and derailments in tin 
quarter made 4,279, including 2,245 
collisions and 2,034 derailments, of 
which, 320 collisions and 222 derail­ 
ments affected passenger trains.

U ncle Sam are printed by the “ plate 
p rinting'’ process, which is the most 
costly as w ell as the most perfect of 
all processes of taking a printed Im ­ 
pression. 
L ik e all of our paper money 
and the bonds and stocks certificates 
adm itted to trading on the N ew Y o rk 
stock exchange the postage stamps 
are printed from steel engravings. An 
engr axed plate differs rad ically from 
the printing surfaces used in tile or­ 
dinary typographical processes, in that 
the lines which carry the ink are sunk 
below the surface of the plate and 
the pigment which rem ains on the pa­ 
per after it has been run through the 
d in tin g press is taken, not from the 
surface of the plate, as is the case in 
Apographic printing, but 
from 
the 
sunken lines. 
B y this process it is 
possible to m ake a much finer design 
than it would be possible to print from 
a typographic “ cut,” as may be seen 
by com paring under a reading glass 
any postage stamp or piece of paper 
currency w ith the finest wood cut or 
other example of typographic art. 


The cost of m anufacturing postage 
stamps is further increased by the 
necessity of gumming the backs; but 
the perfection of the m achinery w hiclf 
carries out this process, together w ith 
the sm all size of the stamps, makes 
ihe 
total cost inconsiderable 
when 
compared w ith the selling price. 
The printed sheets of stamps pass 
into the gumming m achines as soon 
as they are dried and passed by the 
examiners. 


I hese m achines are m arvels of in­ 
genuity. 
An even flow is spread on 
the back of the stamps w ith wonderful 
accuracy by a revolving drum whose 
slightly rough surface carries the nec­ 
essary amount of adhesive fluid.

Mexican Law Also Requires Edifices 


to Be Disinfected. 


M exico City, Mex.— The 
state

Chihuahua has 
takei^ an 
advanced 
step in the m atter of regulating Its 
churches, theaters and other public 
buildings. 


The most radical reform embraced 
in the new rules is that which pro­ 
hibits worshipers from kneeling or sit­ 
ting upon the floors of churches. 
It 
has been the custom ever since the 
first church was established in Mexico 
for m any devout people to kneel be­ 
fore shrines or to sit upon the floor of 
the edifices for hours at a time. 
The 
practice is generally followed by the 
low er classes. 


The new .regulations also 
require 
that all the churches shall be thorough­ 
ly disinfected after each service and 
that the buildings shall be kept clean 
and in first class sanitary condition, i 
In churches and theaters there must 
be an am ple supply of seats for all. 
F ire protection must be provided, and 
every building m ust be so equipped 
as to afford good ventilation. 


The older churches In the state were 
erected at a tim e when no regard was 
paid to sanitation or ventilation. They 
must be modernized so as to com ply 
with the new edict.

Though They Are "Plate Printed," 


Which Is Most Expensive Pro- 


cess of Taking Impressions. 


on tne cheaper processes of printing 
for the manufacture of Its postage 
stamps. 
The stamps supplied by 


Uncle Sam are printed by'the "plate 
printing" process, which Is the most 
costly as well as the most perfect of 
all processes of taking a printed Im- 
pression. Like all of our paper money 
and the bonds and stocks certificates 
admitted to trading on the New York 
stock exchange the postage stamps 
are printed from steel engravings. An 
engraved plate differs radically from 
the printing surfaces used in tfee or- 
dinary typographical processes. In that 
the line? which carry the ink are sunk 
below the surface of the plate and 
the pigment which remains on the pa- 
per after it has been run through the 
•ilnting press is taken, not from the

London — What 
a 
wonderfully 


healthy place London would appear to 
be in spite of Its black spots is shown 
by a striking report from the pen of 
Sir Shirley Murphy, medical officer of 
health for London county. In compar- 
ing London with other towns, how- 
ever, it should be remembered that 
the metropolis has a health act, passed 
in 1891, which gives the local authori- 
ties far greater powers than 
those 


possessed by the sanitary distiicts in 
the provinces 


How valuable, indeed, how 
neces- 


sary are these powers, is proved by 
Sir Shirley Murphy's statement that 
since the act was passed the London 
death rate has diminished by over 30 
pei cent, and that this means a saving 
in each of the last two years of over 
19,000 lives, which, in its turn, means 
an addition to the life capital of Lon- 
don of three-quarters of a 
million 


>ears. The London death rate is for 
the >ear under review 15.1 per 1,000, 
which is less than that of any other 
town with more than 200,000 inhab- 
itants, except Bristol and Leicester. 


An analysis of the London figures, 


however, reveals that the changes ot 
life are much greater In some parts 
of the metropolis than in others. The 
death rate varies from 9.4 in Hemp- 
stead to 20.7 in Finsbury. The infant 
mortality figures tell the same story, 
the death rate being 77 per 1,000 for 
children under one year In Hempstead 
'.o 160 in Finsbury and 163 in Shore- 
dltch, 
: 


The marriage rate, while slightly In 


excess of that of the previous year, 
shows a steady decline. 
The birth 


rate is the lowest on record. 


BARS KNEELING IN CHURCHES. 


Mexican Law Also Requires Edifice* 


to Be Disinfected. 


Mexico City, Mex.—The state of 


Chihuahua has taken, an advanced 
step in the matter of regulating Its 
churches, theaters and other public 
buildings. 


The most radical reform embraced 


in the new rules is that which pro- 
hibits worshipers from kneeling or sit- 
ting upon the floors of churches. 
It 


baa been the custom ever since the 
first church was established in Mexico 
for many devout people to kneel be- 
fore shrines or to sit upon the floor of 
the edifices for hours at a time. The 
practice is generally followed by the 
lower classes. 


The new .regulations also require 


that all the churches shall be thorough- 
ly disinfected after each service and 
that the buildings shall be kept clean 
and in first class sanitary condition. 
In churches and theaters there must 
be an ample supply of seats for all. 
Fire protection must be provided, and 
every building must be so equipped 
as to afford good ventilation. 


The older churches la the state were 


erected at a time when no regard was 
paid to sanitation or ventilation. They 
must be modernized so av to comply 
with the new edict.
